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Senate Advances Genocide Education Bill 


Would Establish Genocide Education Trust Fund 
To Educate Students On The History Of Genocide 


The Massachusetts State 
Senate voted Oct. 21 to pass 
An Act concerning geno- 
cide education, a bill filed 
by Sen. Michael Rodrigues 
and co-sponsored by Sen. 
John F. Keenan, which pro- 
vides education to middle 
and high school students on 
the history of genocide and 
promotes teaching of human 
rights in public schools. 

“There are many posi- 
tive things to take from our 
history, but it’s the negative 
chapters we can learn so 
much from. By educating 
today’s youth on the horrors 
of the past, we can make 
sure tomorrow’s adults do 
not repeat them in the fu- 
ture,” said Sen. Keenan 
(D-Quincy). “Whether it’s 
the Holocaust, our own 
nation’s treatment of its in- 
digenous people, or sadly 
the too many genocides 
that have occurred through- 
out history, this bill would 
help set up an educational 
framework to guide students 
through these topics.” 

The bill requires every 
middle school and high 
school in the Common- 
wealth to include instruc- 
tion on the history of geno- 
cide. Similar legislation 
was advanced by the Senate 
in prior sessions; but this 


most recent iteration comes 
as incidences of hate and 
anti-Semitism are on the 
rise across the country, with 
several incidents reported in 
Massachusetts over the past 
year. 

In 2020, a widely report- 
ed survey commissioned 
by the Conference on Jew- 
ish Material Claims Against 
Germany, which gauged 
Holocaust knowledge 
among millennials and Gen- 
eration Z populations, found 
that 63 percent did not know 
six million Jews were mur- 
dered in the Holocaust. The 
survey also found that near- 
ly half were unfamiliar with 
Nazi concentration camps 
like Auschwitz. Massachu- 
setts does not currently re- 
quire Holocaust education 
or other genocides as part of 
classroom curriculum. 

“I went to the Dachau 
Concentration Camp Me- 
morial Site outside Munich 
many years ago,’ Keenan 
said. “It was one of the most 
moving experiences of my 
life. That so many today 
are not aware of the atroci- 
ties that occurred at these 
camps, and in some cases 
even deny what happened 
at them, is deeply disturb- 
ing and points to the urgent 
need for this legislation.” 


This bill would estab- 
lish a Genocide Education 
Trust Fund to promote and 
educate middle and high 
school students on the his- 
tory of genocide. The trust 
would fund instruction on 
the history of genocide, de- 
velopment of curricular ma- 
terials, and professional de- 
velopment training to assist 
educators in the teaching of 
genocide. 

In citing the importance 
of the legislation, Jeremy 
Burton, executive director 
for the Jewish Community 
Relations Council, said, 
“Numerous incidents over 
the last year have shown 
us that this coursework is 
as critical and relevant now 
as it has ever been. We are 
eager to see this bill make 
it to the Governor’s desk as 
swiftly as possible.” 

“This year, we have seen 
stark reminders of the need 
for genocide education as 
Holocaust terminology has 
been misused in our com- 
munity on athletic fields and 
in the public square,” said 
Robert Trestan, ADL New 
England Regional Director. 
“Massachusetts now has an 
opportunity to use the power 
of education to address hate 
through this essential initia- 
tive for Holocaust and geno- 


cide education in the Com- 
monwealth.” 

“At this culturally rel- 
evant time, it is critically 
important that we directly 
confront the implications of 
bigotry, hate and ignorance 
through education and con- 
versation while maintaining 
a heightened awareness,” 
said Glenn S. Koocher, ex- 
ecutive director of the Mas- 
sachusetts Association of 
School Committees, Inc. 
“The passage of this bill to- 
day by the Senate is a cru- 
cial step towards ensuring 
students can be meaning- 
fully taught the history of 
genocide and be equipped 
with the educational tools 
necessary to combat hatred 
and ignorance.” 

The bill requires each 
school district to annually 
file. a description of their 
lesson plan and programs 
related to genocide educa- 
tion with the Department 
of Elementary and Second- 
ary Education (DESE). The 
bill also establishes a com- 
petitive grant program that 
schools, and districts can 
apply to for additional pro- 
gramming support. 

An Act concerning geno- 
cide education moves to the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives for consid- 
eration. 


MassDOT Stresses Importance Of Driving Safety 
During Teen Driver Safety Week 


The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation 
(MassDOT) is underscoring 
the importance of speaking 
with teenagers about safe 
driving behaviors during 
this 14th Annual National 
Teen Driver Safety Week. 

Adults are encouraged 
to specifically discuss trav- 
eling at or below the speed 
limit, wearing a seatbelt, 
putting cellular phones 
away, using turn signals, 
driving sober, and always 
looking at the road ahead. 
The U.S. Department of 
Transportation has statistics 
which show in 2019, almost 
2,400 teens in the United 
States aged 13 to 19 were 
killed from injuries suffered 
in motor vehicle crashes. 

“Adults should regu- 
larly communicate with 
teenagers about safe driv- 
ing habits,” said Registrar 
Colleen Ogilvie. “National 
Teen Driver Safety Week 
is an opportune time to 
have these conversations, 
emphasizing that wearing 
a seatbelt, traveling at the 
posted speed limit or lower, 
and driving hands-free are 
all actions that will result in 
getting to where you are go- 
ing in a safe manner.” 

Statistics show that some 
teens are at an especially 
higher risk for motor vehicle 


crashes. Males, drivers with 
teen or young adult passen- 
gers, and newly licensed 
drivers are all at a higher 
risk. Teen drivers should 
also take special care dur- 
ing nighttime and weekend 
driving. 

Halloween sees higher 
rates of pedestrians and 
drunk driving. With the 
holiday approaching, adults 
should make sure teens are 
aware of all safety laws and 
measures. Young drivers 
are encouraged to be famil- 
iar with the Massachusetts 
Driving Manual, which can 
be found here: https://www. 
mass.gov/lists/drivers-man- 
uals. 

Constant communication 
about safe driving skills is 
essential for new teen driv- 
ers. Here are some more 
helpful tips for discussing 
driving safety: 

* Talk about safe driv- 
ing practices and the conse- 
quences drivers face if they 
don’t obey the rules of the 
road. 

* Become familiar with 
Massachusetts’ nighttime 
driving restrictions, passen- 
ger restrictions, and all the 
graduated driver licensing 
(GDL) restrictions found 
here. 

* Be a good role model 
for your teen driver and set 


an example with your own 
safe driving habits. 

* Set the rules before 
they hit the road and make 
it clear to your teen that 
violating the rules will have 
serious repercussions. Set 
consequences for specific 
rule violations, such as dis- 
tracted driving. 

* Talk to your teen about 
safe cell phone use while 
in the car. Encourage them 
to designate a texter, or to 
pull over before answering 
phone calls or responding 
to text messages. Remem- 
ber that the use of phones 
and all electronic devices, 
including phones in hands- 
free mode, remains illegal 
for drivers under the age of 
18.

that was built at Fore River Shipyard in 1911. In this 
view, it is leaving the yard after it was turned over to 
the New Bedford Steamship Company flying the Fore 
River banner on its center mast. One of only two coastal 
steamers built in Quincy, this was one of the first steam 
turbine propeller-driven vessels of the time. Previous 
coastal steamers were mostly side-wheelers. This boat 
was named for the cliffs on Nantucket near the town of 


Sciasconset where there is a famous lighthouse. It was 
first operated as a ferry serving Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket for a dozen years. It later served many 
other ferry routes in the northeast including Staten Is- 
land in New York Harbor. In World War II, the Royal 
Canadian Navy used it asa minelayer. It met its demise 
after 53 years of service when it sank off the coast of 


Nova Scotia in 1964.

Former School Committee Member Urges 
Voters To Cast Ballots In School Race 


Before I enrolled my first 
child in the Quincy Public 
Schools, I couldn’t have 
told you what the Quincy 
School Committee did, let 
alone who was on it. 

I'd attended _ public 
schools from kindergarten 
through college, earned a 
Master’s degree in educa- 
tion, taught, and co-founded 
an alternative school, but I’d 
never paid much attention to 
how public schools are gov- 
erned. 

My first PTO meeting 
at the Wollaston School 
changed everything. I went 
mostly to make friends, 
drink decaf, and find out 
how to be a room mother. 
The meeting was both fun 
and serious. First, the wom- 
en who were officers took 
charge, efficiently running 
through an ambitious agen- 
da. They were smart and 
passionate about the school 
and eager for volunteers. 

Next up was the prin- 
cipal. She reported on the 
school’s budget for the year, 
class sizes, and the possibil- 
ity that the art room might 
have to be sacrificed if the 
school’s population contin- 
ued to increase. 

The interchange between 
the principal and the par- 
ents who had been around 
a while was lively and in- 
formed. The parents were 
experts on class size guide- 
lines (I thought, “What 
guidelines?”). The principal 
talked about the art teacher 
going into each classroom 
(“What is art-on-a-cart?”, I 
thought). 

It gradually dawned on 
me that there. was a gov- 
ernance structure to this

school, to all schools, 
and that issues like class 
size, budgets, and the use 
of physical space in the 
schools, was the province of 
something called the School 
Committee. 

A few years later I ran 
for and won a seat on the 
Quincy School Committee 
and began the humbling, 
frustrating, awesome work 
of attempting to govern a 
system with multiple con- 
stituencies: students, fami- 
lies, teachers, staff, and tax- 
payers. 

I quickly learned that I 
had a lot to learn. I learned 
painfully that experience 
matters; I didn’t always 
agree with my colleagues 
that had been around lon- 
ger, but they knew the tough 
questions to ask and how to 
get things done. 

I learned that it was im- 
possible to make everyone 
happy, so I tried to put the 
needs of children ahead of 


everything else. I learned 
to be cautious about build- 
ing public policy based on 
my personal experience. | 
had two kids, but there were 
thousands of other kids just 
as important as mine. 

I learned that our school 
system is full of teachers 
and principals and admin- 
istrators that will bend over 
backwards to help kids and 
families. And, I learned 
what it takes to be an honor- 
able member of the School 
Committee. 

Experience matters, but 
one needn’t be a polished 
speaker or have great name 
recognition or even be a 
parent. The most effective 
people I worked with had 
great integrity. They lis- 
tened. They acknowledged 
their biases and tried to see 
beyond them. They were 
respectful of different view- 
points and put thought and 
care into the votes they cast. 
They were not interested in 


using the School Commit- 
tee as a stepping stone to a 
“higher” office. 

Over the years I became 
convinced that there was no 
higher office. In truth, being 
entrusted to make decisions 
that affect the lives of chil- 
dren was the greatest profes- 
sional honor of my life. 

Right now, there are 
more than 10,000 students 
in our school system, from 
three-year-olds to twenty- 
one-year-olds, whose fami- 
lies trust the Quincy Public 
Schools to educate their 
children in a safe, welcom- 
ing and supportive environ- 
ment. Those families, those 
kids, deserve strong, smart, 
thoughtful leadership. 

Successful schools don’t 
operate in a vacuum; they 
need the attention and sup- 
port of the community. I re- 
spectfully urge you to learn 
about the candidates run- 
ning for School Commit- 
tee and to vote on Tuesday, 
Nov. 2.

CITY WINS IN DISPUTE OVER BALLOT 

City Solicitor Douglas A. Randall said that Judge Reuben 
Lurie had handed down his decision on the city election ballot 
dispute case in favor of the city. 

The court’s finding that the petition of Joseph P. Mc- 
Donough, candidate for city council, was without merit. 

The judge ruled that City Clerk Donald R. Crane was cor- 
rect in his intention to print the names of the candidates now 
in office at the top of the ballot with the words “Candidate for 
Re-Election” after them. 

McDonough had contested that since the change in govern- 
ment was coming at the end of the year, the present councillors 
on the ballot were not “incumbents” for the reason that their 
duties under Plan A would be different than their duties under 
Plan E.

Production on the United States’ first nuclear powered sur- 
face vessel — a guided missile cruiser — is underway at Fore 
River Shipyard, several months in advance of the keel lying 
scheduled for sometime next spring. 

Before production could get underway, the yard had to pro- 
vide new facilities for the work and it also had to set up a train- 
ing program for its personnel.

¢ Professional photos do 
not mean it’s a real offer. 
Respondents reported that 
website photos motivated 
them to engage with scam- 
mers, especially for pets/pet 
supplies, clothing/accesso- 
ries, and vehicles. 

¢ Make sure the web- 
site is secure. Look for the 
“https” in the URL (the ex- 
tra s is for “secure”) and a 
small lock icon on the ad- 
dress bar. Never enter pay- 
ment or personal informa- 
tion into a website with only 
“http” — it is NOT secure. 

* Be careful purchasing 
sought-after products, es- 
pecially during the holiday 
season. The risk of online 
purchase scams rises during 
the holidays because more 
people are making online 
purchases, and scammers 
offer the most popular prod- 
ucts for the season at great 
prices; 

* Beware of making 
quick purchases while 
scrolling through social 
media. Scammers have ac-

metic contact lenses. While 
most states prohibit such 
purchase without a prescrip- 


tion, people often decide to 
order cat eye, zombie-like, 
and other contact lenses 
online despite the fact that 
many have not received 
FDA approval. 

Every year the American 
Academy of Ophthalmol- 
ogy in conjunction with the 
American Association of 
Opticians, issues a warning 
that these contacts without 
professional fitting, instruc- 


products may have more 
scary effects beyond the 
creepy look. These include 
abrasions (scratches on the 
eye) that require medical 
treatment. Corneal abra- 
sions may leave scars, re- 
duced vision, and other skin 
problems such as lids that 
droop. 

Another, even more con- 
cerning matter is the risk 
of infection in the cornea 


tion, and sanitizing care -—- keratitis. This painful, 


often emergency condition 
requires medication and 
careful follow-up to prevent 
permanent damage to the 
eyes. Cosmetic contact lens- 
es provided without profes- 
sional fitting and supervi- 
sion increase the risk of 
keratitis by more than 15% 
according to recent optical 
industry studies.

About 3-4 cups fresh spinach, kale or 
escarole, washed, drained and chopped or 
10-0z.frozen chopped spinach 

4 cups vegetable or chicken broth 

1 cup tomato sauce 

1 medium onion, chopped 

3 large cloves garlic, minced 

2 tsp. dried basil 

Sea salt and Pepper to taste 


Saute onion in saucepan with olive oil 
until fragrant. Add garlic and basil and stir 
for a minute or two but do not let garlic 
brown. 

Simply toss in everything else and com- 
bine. Let come to a boil then cover and sim- 
mer about 45 minutes. Serve hot with some 
parmesan cheese.

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Ask Rusty — Is Taxing Social Security Fair?

Dear Rusty: Taxing Social Security benefits isn’t fair. 
It would benefit everyone if seniors could earn as much 
as possible without having their Social Security taxed. We 
would still be paying into Social Security which would help 
the fund. I also feel that all people earning over $100,000 
should pay into Social Security because they can afford it. 


- This would help fund Social Security without hurting any- 


one financially. Many seniors are struggling financially and 
should be able to earn as much as we can without a portion 
of our Social Security being taxed. Signed: Overtaxed Se- 
nior 

Dear Overtaxed Senior: Few would argue that paying 
income tax on Social Security benefits is fair. Neverthe- 
less, Congress enacted taxation of Social Security benefits 
in 1983 as part of a reform package which restored Social 
Security to solvency at the time. When the law was first en- 
acted, 50% of SS benefits were taxable for single tax fil- 
ers who earned more than $25,000 and for married couples 
who earned more than $32,000. That was the law until 1993 
when Congress added another threshold for both single 
and married filers. The 1993 law allowed up to 85% of SS 
benefits to be taxed for single filers who earned more than 
$34,000 and for married filers earning more than $44,000. 

Ever since enacted, those Jaws have been viewed as 
unfair by many senior organizations and especially by the 
individuals who paid income tax on their benefits. The un- 
fortunate reality is that eliminating income tax on Social Se- 
curity benefits without also implementing other offsetting 
reforms. would exacerbate Social Security’s now tenuous fi- 
nancial condition (income tax on benefits added $41 billion 
to Social Security’s revenue in 2020). Thus, calls today for 
repealing income tax on Social Security benefits go largely 
unheeded. It’s worth noting that 13 U.S. states also levy a 
state income tax on Social Security benefits. 

Although the payroll taxes you pay into Social Securi- 
ty while working are different from income taxes on your 
benefits, people earning over $100,000 today do pay into 


Social Security Matters 


Social Security through a FICA tax (or self-employment 
tax) on their earnings. Paying this tax is what entitles you 
to receive Social Security benefits. The 2021 threshold after 
which SS contributions are no longer taken from earnings is 
$142,800, and this amount goes up a bit each year. But even 
completely removing that payroll tax cap and further taxing 
higher earners would not fully resolve Social Security’s cur- 
rent financial issues. Social Security’s Trustees predict that 
monthly benefits are at risk of reduction starting in 2034 
unless Congress acts to reform the program. Eliminating in- 
come tax on benefits is one of many suggestions now being 
considered in reform proposals, as is increasing (or elimi- 
nating) the payroll tax cap. Whether Congress will include 
either of those suggestions in future Social Security reform 
legislation is anyone’s guess. 

So, while we agree that levying income tax on Social 
Security benefits amounts to “double taxation” (because 
you also pay income tax on your earnings used to qualify 
for Social Security), taxing your Social Security income is, 
nevertheless, permitted under current law. As unpalatable as 
that law may be, and as unfortunate the effect is on strug- 
gling seniors, the AMAC Foundation can only offer guid- 
ance on how existing Social Security laws and regulations 
affect those who contact us. However, our parent company, 
the Association of Mature American Citizens, is very well 
aware that paying income tax on Social Security “isn’t fair” 
and regularly lobbies Congress on that topic.

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School Candidates Discuss Diversity, Teachers’ Contract At PTO Forum

municipal workers, such 
as police and firefighters, 
agreed to contracts this sum- 
mer with a 0 percent raise 
for fiscal year 2021 and 3 
percent for fiscal year 2022. 

As a sitting member 
of the School Committee, 
Lebo said she could not get 
into specifics about the con- 
tract negotiations — a point 
fellow incumbents Gutro 
and Perdios also made — 
but said teachers should be 
given the same raises other 
unions have received, while 
allowing the two sides to 
work out a longer-term deal. 
Paraprofessionals and sub- 
stitute teachers, she added, 
should be given pay raises 
to help ensure those posi- 
tions are filled. 

“We have not had any 
difficulty filling our profes- 
sional positions this year at 
all, and we don’t usually,” 
Lebo said. “We have had 
significant problems filling 
paraprofessional jobs and 
we do need to look at that 
salary. We need to look at 
that salary and make sure 
we are increasing parapro- 
fessional pay and our substi- 
tute pay — we are having a 
huge issue with substitutes.” 

Schaaf said she is in fa- 
vor of teachers being paid 
well. Negotiations for the 
new contract, she said, are 
something Mayor Thomas 
Koch, the chairperson of the 
School Committee, is han- 
dling, while other commit- 
tee members may have more 
input in future contracts. 

“This particular contract 
right now is solely mon- 
etary and there is not any 
other negotiations going on, 
so I know the mayor is the 
head of the School Commit- 
tee and sets the budget so 


there is not much the School 
Committee can do on it right 
now,” Schaaf said. “I’m not 
sure how I could help with 
the negotiations here — 
would love to be involved in 
negotiations in the future for 
many other topics.” 

Speakman said teachers 
should be given similar rais- 
es to other unions — and that 
other committee members 
should be at the bargaining 
table with the QEA, not just 
the mayor. 

“TJ fully support them 
getting a raise similar to 
what the other unions get 
and was also surprised 
that other members of the 
School Committee are not 
part of the negotiation team. 
I think that is something to 
advocate for — to have other 
members of School Com- 
mittee be part of that team,” 
Speakman said. “Clearly, 
it’s not going as well as we 
would hope, and I think 
having more wisdom and 
insight...would be benefi- 
cial for everyone.” 

Cahill said everyone 
wants to feel valued for the 
work they do, and the work 
teachers do on a daily basis 
cannot be underestimated. 

“Hopefully the union 
leaders and the administra- 
tion can come together and 
come to an agreement on 
a contract that makes our 
teachers feel they are valued 
for the work they do. I also 

feel as though the parapro- 
fessionals and the substi- 
tutes, like Emily said, need 
to be compensated,” Cahill 
said, because it could be dif- 
ficult to hire and retain those 
positions if the pay is not 
enough. 

Perdios said she took is- 
sue with Koch’s comments 
at an Oct. 13 committee 


meeting comparing the ne- 
gotiations with the QEA to 
a game. Perdios had shared 
her concerns about those 
comments during the com- 
mittee meeting itself. 

“T thought it was hor- 
rendous that we were lik- 
ening giving our teachers a 
much-needed and deserved 
increase to a game. It’s not 
like that,’ Perdifos said. “I 
don’t know any rich teach- 
ers. I don’t know anyone 
who is living the lap of lux- 
ury as a teacher. This money 
is going to put food on their 
tables for their families and 
paying their mortgage. I 
didn’t like that...so I had to 
speak up.” 

Gutro said he had sought 
to be on the team negoti- 
ating a new contract that 
would address other issues 
besides just pay with the 
QEA but, because of COV- 
ID-19, those talks never got 
started. The city’s educators, 
he added, should receive the 
same raises other municipal 
unions were given over the 
summer.

adding diverse books into 
the classroom and school 
libraries, making sure ev- 
erybody has books that can 
feel like minded with, books 
that refer back to the culture, 
home and different languag- 
es that they speak,” Schaaf 
said. 

Speakman said the dis- 
trict could use stipends to 
help create pipeline of more 
diverse educators. 

“One of the projects that 
I’ve been working with 
some teachers to create a 
proposal around is creating 
a pipeline of more diverse 
teachers by offering a sti- 
pend for student teachers 
when they’ve completed 
their master’s and need to 
do their student teaching, 
for QPS graduates, to be 
able to come back and do 
their student teaching within 
QPS, and receive a stipend 
to do that, so they receive 
kind of a foot in the door,” 
Speakman said. 

Cahill said the district 
should look at ways to 
make it easier for immigrant 
families to interact with the 
school system. 

“As a school system, 
maybe we could put some- 
thing in place — Liz has 
mentioned before liaisons 
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— where we can try to reach 
out to families and parents 
and guardians to help them 
feel more comfortable,” Ca- 
hill said. “I also think that 
support in the classroom for 
teachers who maybe have 
students in the classroom 
that don’t speak English as 
their first language...helps 
the teachers to be able to 
navigate and manage the 
classroom better.” 

Perdios said the district 
has taken steps to recog- 
nize diversity, like buying 
more diverse texts, in recent 
years, but more could be 
done. 

“We can* continue to 
provide more professional 
development opportuni- 
ties for students and staff 
about new ways to support 
and speak about diversity,” 
Perdios said. “I’d support 
adding role models from 
every culture, race, ethnic- 
ity, gender, sexuality, reli- 
gion to our curriculum. That 
way all of our students can 
see themselves in what they 
are learning and relate to 
characters in fiction and in 
history and find people they 
can look up to.” 

Gutro said the first step 
is to hire a workforce that 
resembles the student popu- 


lation, which he said the dis- 
trict has not kept up with. 

“We used to get a list at 
the orientations, and .every 
last name was either Irish or 
Italian, which is my descent, 
but that didn’t reflect the 
school system,” Gutro said. 
“I think some of the recom- 
mendations that Liz and oth- 
ers might have are worthy of 
looking at in terms of how 
you better recruit, but it is an 
issue in every organization, 
the difficulty in recruiting 
and training a diverse work- 
force.” 

Lebo said she took steps 
this year to help ensure both 
high schools were able to 
get books from culturally 
diverse authors after North 
had received a donation to 
do so. 

“We convened a group, 
it was a curriculum collabo- 
ration, and the students and 
the teachers chose books 
they would read over the 
summer to put in the cur- 
riculum,” Lebo said. “I’m 
happy to say I went to the 
School Committee and 
the mayor and got funding 
so that Quincy High had 
$10,000 and North Quincy 
high had $10,000 to make 
sure that would be happen- 
ing this year.”

to listen and build consen- 
sus behind each decision we 
make.” 

Mahoney said she is an 
independent voice for the 
city’s residents, and wants 
to help constituents achieve 
their goals. 

“One of the things I do 
think I bring to the City 
Council is I am and always 
will be independent and 
a voice for the city of the 
Quincy,” Mahoney said. “I 
make sure I listen to the con- 
stituents and I participate 
with them and help them in 
any way that I possibly can 
for them to achieve their 
goals so that we as a city can 
achieve all of ours.” 

Each of the candidates 
was asked how they plan 
to involve residents in their 
decision-making process. 

DiBona said he values 
going door-to-door to hear 
from people. 

“I think the most impor- 
tant thing is communication. 
A lot of the different issues 
that come across the city, I 
get that walking door-to- 
door. Folks are going to tell 
you a lot more information 
at their doorstep and on their 
porch than they would at a 
public meeting,’ DiBona 
said. “They will tell you a 
lot of information.”

Liang, whose cousin, 
Jimmy Liang, founded the 
JP Fuji Group of restaurants, 
said she first sought office in 
2015 because she felt her 
family and other downtown 
business owners were being 
left out of the conversation 
about the area’s develop- 
ment. 

“Financially, our entire 
family invested in this city. 
We were really excited to 
move in this direction and to 
see the possibilities coming 
down the pike,” Liang said. 
“What was really hurtful 
was, despite all these invest- 
ments...we now we’re be- 
ing left out of the conversa- 
tion. That was really hurtful, 
so that’s what drove me to 
run for office to begin with 
and it’s what continues to 
drive my work on the City 
Council.” 

Mahoney said she has 
stayed engaged with resi- 
dents because doing so can 
help improve the commu- 
nity. 

“The pandemic did cre- 
ate a bit of havoc for that be- 
cause we were not able to do 
things in person. I do take 
phone calls, Zoom calls, 
emails. I answer everybody 
anyway they communicate 
with me,” Mahoney said. 
“One of the things I did do 
that is a little different this 


year is I started a podcast. 
The reason why I started a 
podcast is because a lot of 
people don’t read the news- 
paper or actively engage in 
social media, so the podcast 
gives them the opportunity 
to reflect on what’s happen- 
ing.” 

All three candidates were 
also asked if they supported 
giving residents more input 
into traffic planning and pat- 
terns. 

DiBona said he. would 
support giving residents 
greater input because each 
street is unique. 

“T walk a lot of the Wol- 
laston Beach area and I 
will tell you each street is a 
little bit — the square foot- 
age of each street is all dif- 
ferent, so every street has a 
little different style of how 
they want to do the park- 
ing enforcement and traffic 
mitigation,” DiBona said, 
adding that sometimes resi- 
dents want to have one-way 
streets or other traffic-con- 
trol measures in place. 

“Tt is all going to be based 
on the residents that live on 
that particular street,” DiBo- 
na said. “You have to have 
a public meeting, you have 
to have the ward councillor 
involved...and let them talk 
about all the pros and cons 
of dictating any type of traf- 


fic mitigation.” 

Liang said community 
input is important to ad- 
dressing traffic and that the 
city’s traffic and parking de- 
partment was formed based 
on concerns about those is- 
sues. She said it was also 
important to encourage al- 
ternative means of transpor- 
tation to reduce congestion 
on city streets. 

“A lot of folks in this 
city, thankfully to help cut 
down on congestion, prefer 
walking. We have four T 
stations in the city, two com- 
muter rail lines, we do have 
some bus lines — albeit not 
all of them are reliable — but 
folks like to take advantage 
of that, which is great,” Li- 
ang said. 

“If we want to encourage 
that, to again cut down on 
the congestion and the traffic 
problem, we need to make 
sure that our sidewalks are 
wide enough so they match 
ADA compliance, so mul- 
tiple people can walk on the 
sidewalk in either direction, 
and frankly that the cross- 
walks are safe.” 

Mahoney said she sup- 
ports community involve- 
ment in all areas, including 
traffic. She also said the 
city needs to do a better job 
enforcing traffic measures 
once they are put into place. 


“One of the things we 
absolutely have to do is no 
matter what we’re listening 
to and what we’re imple- 
menting, we have to enforce 
it. That is one of the things 
that is very frustrating in 
Quincy because oftentimes 
we engage and we. may try 
to change something, but 
the enforcement of what 
we're changing isn’t hap- 


' pening, so behavior: doesn’t 


change, so frustration fol- 
lows,” Mahoney said. 

“If the community is ac- 
tively engaged and some- 
thing actually happens and 
we're not enforcing it, it’s 
not ending in the way we’re 
hoping these things do.” 

During the forum, DiBo- 
na and Mahoney were both 
asked if city councillors 
should serve four-year terms 
like the mayor and school 
board members do, rather 
than their current two-year 
terms. Liang did not have 
to answer the question be- 
cause time expired before 
she could be asked it. 

DiBona said he “abso- 
lutely” believes — council- 
lors should serve four-year 
terms. 

“I would love to make 
the change. I have talked to 
the mayor personally about 
this over the last four years 
actually. We'll see what 
happens,” DiBona said. “I 


think it is important, I think 
it is fair...since the School 
Committee and the mayor 
has it. 

“We'll see what hap- 
pens.” 

Mahoney — who ran 
against incumbent Thomas 
Koch for mayor in 2011 
and 2015 — said setting 
term limits on the mayor is 
something she would prefer 
to see rather than extending 
councillors’ terms. 

“T think term limits are 
something more we should 
be talking about as opposed 
to changing anything from 
two to four years, because 
people tend to stay for a 
long time in things that 
maybe they shouldn’t be 
staying in,” Mahoney said. 

“I believe the thing we 
need term limits on is may- 
be the administration’s role 
as mayor,” she added. 

Changing: councillors’ 
terms could be done through 
either a ballot question — a 
2013 referendum extended 
the mayor’s term to four 
years — or through a home- 
rule petition that would 
require approval from the 
City Council, the mayor and 
state lawmakers. There is no 
question on the ballot this 
year concerning councillors’ 
terms and no home-rule pe- 
tition is presently pending 
before the council.

Enforcement Administra- 
tion’s Drug Takeback week- 
end, Norfolk Dist. Atty. 
Michael Morrissey reminds 
residents that they can go 
to any one of 26 area police 
stations to safely dispose of 
prescription drugs every day 
of the year. | 

“Through a partnership 
with Bay State Community 
Services and local chiefs, 
we were able to expand the 
number of drug collection 
containers from five towns 
to 26 over the past sev- 
eral years,” Morrissey said. 
“Now every station except 
Wrentham and Plainville 
house a container that is 
available at any hour of the 
day, any day of the year.” 

Morrissey worked with 
Bay State Community Ser- 
vices and the Department 
of Public Health to offer 
matching grants to area de- 


partments to acquire and 
house safe collection kiosks. 
He then coordinated with 
COVANTA Energy to safe- 
ly dispose of the drugs in a 
way that does not pollute lo- 
cal landfills or groundwater. 

“There are no questions 
asked at the station,” Mor- 
rissey said. “The kiosks 
look very much like mail 
boxes. Just open the front, 
put the unneeded drugs in 
— in the original bottles or 
any other container -- and 
the police will make certain 
they are held safe until they 
can be destroyed.” 

Morrissey began the ef- 
fort to collect unneeded 
drugs almost a decade ago, 
when addiction specialists 
found that the majority of 
those seeking treatment for 
opioid misuse had acquired 
their first dose from the 
medicine cabinet of a friend 
or family member.

The trial of a Weymouth 
man accused of fatally strik- 
ing a 44-year-old father of 
three outside the Nickerson 
Post in Squantum in early 
2019 was set to begin this 
week. 

Matthew Potter is facing 
a single count of manslaugh- 
ter, two counts of indecent 
assault and battery on a per- 
son over the age of 14, and 
one count of simple assault. 
His trial was scheduled to 
begin on Monday with jury 
selection. The case is being 
tried at the Norfolk County 
Superior Court in Dedham. 

The maximum sentence 
for a manslaughter con- 
viction is 20 years in state 
prison. 

Potter is accused of fa- 
tally punching Christo- 
pher McCallum, age 44, 
of Bridgewater. McCallum 
was rushed to Boston Medi- 
cal Center around | a.m. on 
Jan. 27, 2019, when he was 
found bleeding and uncon- 
scious outside the Nicker- 
son American Legion Post 
on Moon Island Road after 
police responded to a report 
of a large disorder. McCal- 
lum died on Jan. 28, 2019, 
after being taken off life 
support. 

Potter was indicted on 
the charges he is facing in 
November 2019 and pled 
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At Police Stations 


not guilty at his arraignment 
that month. 

His brother, Steven Pot- 
ter, of Boston, was also in- 
dicted at that time on two 
counts of assault and one 
count of assault and bat- 
tery causing serious bodily 
injury. Steven Potter also 
pled not guilty during his ar- 
raignment. His charges are 
not related to McCallum’s 
death, prosecutors have 
said, but to two other vic- 
tims from the same incident. 
Steven Potter’s trial will be 
held sometime next year. 

In court documents, 
prosecutors said the Potter 
brothers started a fight with 
a Nickerson Post member 
that night in January 2019. 
That led to the Potters be- 
ing kicked out and the bar 
closing. Matthew Potter was 
“aggressive and swinging 
punches” as patrons left, 
according to one witness, 
prosecutors said, and was 
later seen on the ground 
with Christopher and Wil- 
liam McCallum. 

“A witness observed 
Christopher McCallum 
turn head first, body fol- 
lowing, and land flat on his 
back, consistent with being 
punched or assaulted,” ac- 
cording to the court docu- 
ment. “Several witnesses 
described hearing an audible 


cracking sound when Chris- 
topher’s head hit the pave- 
ment.” 

Kevin Reddington, Mat- 
thew Potter’s attorney, gave 
a different account of that 
night at his client’s arraign- 
ment, saying his client was 
the victim of a “group as- 
sault” that included Chris- 
topher and William McCal- 
lum. Reddington said his 
client came to him the fol- 
lowing day with multiple 
injuries, which he docu- 
mented. 

Christopher McCallum 
grew up on Deerfield Street 
in Squantum and was a 1992 
graduate of North Quincy 
High School. He was cap- 
tain of North’s football and 
hockey teams his senior 
year and was inducted into 
the Quincy-North Quincy 
High Football Hall of Fame 
in 2016. 

McCallum was survived 
by his wife Kathy and their 
sons Ryan, Michael and 
Christopher. 

Matthew and Steven Pot- 
ter are the sons of retired 
Quincy Police Det. Sgt. 
Richard Potter, who served 
with the department for 30 
years. Their sister currently 
serves with the department. 

Quincy police recused 
themselves from the investi- 
gation during its early stag- 


es, leaving the investigation 
to prosecutors and State Po- 
lice. 

Following the Potters’ ar- 
raignment, Norfolk District 
Attorney Michael Morrissey 
named an independent pros- 
ecutor, Daniel Bennett, to 
oversee the case. In a state- 
ment announcing the assign- 
ment, Morrissey said his 
office has no direct conflict 
of interest, but public confi- 
dence would be reinforced 
by the appointment of an in- 
dependent prosecutor. 

Bennett served as the 
secretary of the Executive 
Office of Public Safety and 
Security during Gov.

3rd Quarter: Real Estate Sales Up, Mortgage Lending Down 


Norfolk Register Of Deeds William O’ Donnell Report 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell reports _ that 
third quarter (July-Sep- 
tember 2021) real estate 
stats showed an increase in 
residential and commercial 
sales, while mortgage lend- 
ing numbers experienced a 
decline. 

“The recently concluded 
third quarter of the calendar 
year, the average Norfolk 
County real estate sales 
price, both residential and 
commercial, increased 16% 
to $1,001,738,” O’Donnell 
said. “Total real estate vol- 
ume, again both residential 
and commercial, was $3.7 
billion, a 23% increase year 
over year. 

“The third quarter of 
the calendar year figures 
also show an overall 10% 
increase in the number of 
properties sold countywide 
from 5,893 to 5,342 for the 
same quarter of 2020.”

For the third quarter of 
2021, the number of land 
documents recorded, (such 
as deeds, mortgages, Home- 
steads, mortgage discharg- 
es, etc.) was 48,341, a 3% 
drop from the previous year. 

“These figures are point- 
ing that things are starting to 
slow down. We will contin- 
ue to watch these numbers,” 
O’Donnell said. 

Another area that is slow- 
ing down was the 10,869 
mortgages recorded at the 
Registry during the third 
quarter of the calendar year 
2021 compared to 12,900 
for the same time period in 
2020. This is a sixteen per- 
cent (16%) decrease in the 
third quarter of 2021 over 
the same period in 2020. 
Total mortgage borrowing 
was $8.9 billion for the third 
quarter of the year com- 
pared to $5.3 billion during 
the third quarter of 2020. 
“With the relatively low in-

omplete Real Estate Service Since 1925 
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terest rates, consumers seem 
to be more comfortable bor- 
rowing money, however it 
appears most consumers 
who were going to refinance 
have done so,” O’Donnell 
said. 

Norfolk County home- 
owners continued to benefit 
from the Homestead Act. A 
total of 3,840 Homesteads 
were recorded during the 
third quarter of the calendar 
year, which is comparable to 
last year’s 3,822 Homestead 
recordings. 

“The Homestead law 
provides limited protec- 
tion against the forced sale 
of an individual’s primary 
residence to satisfy unse- 
cured debt up to $500,000,” 
O’Donnell noted. “I urge 
Norfolk County residents to 
consider this important con- 
sumer protection tool,.” 

Another sobering  in- 
dicator was the uptick in 
foreclosure activity in Nor- 
folk County. A total of 18 
foreclosure deeds were re- 
corded versus 9 filed during 
the third quarter of 2020. In 
addition, there was a sig- 


nificant increase in the num- 
ber of Notice to Foreclose 
Mortgage recordings, the 
first step in the foreclosure 
process. 

“While the eastern Mas- 
sachusetts economy  re- 
mains on a solid footing,” 
O’Donnell said, “there are 
still those in Norfolk Coun- 
ty experiencing economic 
hardship, in many cases 
through no fault of their 
own. The Registry continues 
to work with Quincy Com- 
munity Action Programs, 
(617-479-8181 x376), and 
NeighborWorks Housing 
Solutions, (508-587-0950) 
to help homeowners who 
have received a Notice to 
Foreclose Mortgage docu- 


ment. A third option is to 
contact the Massachusetts 
Attorney General’s Con- 
sumer Advocacy and Re- 
sponse Division (CARD) at 
617-727-8400.” 

O’Donnell concluded: 

“While the numbers 
were a bit contradictory, I 
am confident that Norfolk 
County real estate remains a 
very strong commodity. The 
Registry will continue to 
monitor the housing inven- 
tory levels and future real 
estate indicators closely.”

Massachusetts Association Of Realtors Reports Consistency-In Demand 


The Massachusetts Asso- 
ciation of Realtors (MAR) 
has issued a report on hous- 
ing statistics for September 
2021. MAR’s report notes 
that despite another de- 
crease in new listings, com- 
parison to the. previous year 
indicates a potential shift in 
the housing market toward 
a softening of competition 
and perhaps even a modera- 
tion in sales prices. 

Simultaneously, home- 
buyers have become more 
discerning as a result of the 
highs and lows of the mar- 
ket throughout the pandem- 
ic, and many have chosen to 
wait to strike until the mar- 
ket balances itself out. New 
listings continue to enter the 
market, a distinct departure 
from seasonal trends typi- 
cally observed during the 
fall, which is usually a time 
during which listing and 
sales activity slows. 

MAR data provided the 
following key indicators for 
September: 

* The median price for 
single-family homes was 
$525,000, and condomini- 
ums at $460,000. Both 
' prices dropped from last 
month’s median, which saw 
single-family homes go for 
$553,000 and condomini- 
ums for $481,063. This de- 
crease is not uncommon for 
the time of year. 

* New listings for single- 
family homes were down 
10.1% and condominium

listings decreased 5.1% 
compared to the same pe- 
riod last year. 

* In trend with the previ- 
ous month, closed sales de- 
creased by 11.3% for single- 
family homes, compared 
to September 2020, while 
closed sales for condomini- 
ums took another slight rise 
of 2.4%. 

* Months supply of in- 
ventory has stayed fairly 
consistent over the last sev- 
eral months. 

Homes are sitting on the 
market for longer. periods 
of time and selling closer to 
listing prices. Cumulative 
days on the market increased 
4% for single-families, and 


2020 


2.5% for condominiums in 
September, when compared 
to the previous month. 

“Sustained demand 
means that sellers are still 
in charge of the market, but 
this consistency is a good 
sign after months of imbal- 
ance,” said Steve Medeiros, 
2021 president of MAR and 
a realtor at Keller Williams 
Realty. “The dip we saw in 
median prices from August 
to September is also a wel- 
come change for first-time 
homebuyers who have been 
struggling to enter the mar- 
ket or have continued to be 
priced out. We are excited 
to see what the next month 
brings.”

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On Sunday, Oct. 17 at approximately. 1:42 a.m., multiple 
Quincy Police units were dispatched to a residence near 
South Street and Scammel Street on a report of an armed 
robbery. Responding units were advised there were knives 
involved and the reporting party was “pepper sprayed.” 

As Officer Clark was responding, turning right from Re- 
vere Road onto Miller Style Road (approximately a half 
mile from the residence),he observed a gray sedan with 
multiple occupants. This vehicle stood out to him and drew 
his attention due to the fact that it was raining heavily at that 
moment and the individual driving had the driver’s side win- 
dow completely down. Officer Clark had prior knowledge 
that the victims had been pepper sprayed. He also knew, 
from his training and experience, that it may contaminate 
the person and the clothing of the person who sprayed it.

He made a note of the plate and 
continued to the victim’s residence. 

Just prior to Officer Clark’s arrival, Quincy Police com- 
munications broadcast a description of the suspects.

As Officer McBrien 
entered the parking lot, she observed one black male with 
dread locks standing outside the vehicle on the passenger 
side. The unidentified male observed her marked police 
cruiser enter the parking lot and ran back to the motor ve- 
hicle, quickly getting into the passenger side front seat. The 


operator of the vehicle then attempted to flee the parking 
lot. She was then able to view the license plate and confirm 
it was the same vehicle that Officer Clark had observed ear- 
lier. Officer McBrien activated her emergency blue lights 
and sirens and conducted a motor vehicle stop. Due to the 
serious nature of the call, and the fact that weapons were 
used during the home invasion, and that there appeared to 
be three occupants in the vehicle, Officer McBrien awaited 
backup. Within moments, several units responded. Occu- 
pants of the vehicle were then ordered out of the vehicle 
one-by-one. 

A show-up was conducted. The suspects were positively 
identified. During the show-up, one victim identified one 
of the suspects (using his nickname). Items taken during 
the home invasion were located in the vehicle. Other items 
taken were recovered in the pocket of one of the suspects 
during the booking process. 

A 28-year-old male from Dorchester, a 35-year-old male 
from Cambridge, and a 19-year-old male from Dorchester 
were all arrested and charged with three counts of home in- 
vasion, kidnapping, armed robbery while masked, and as- 
sault and battery with a dangerous weapon (to wit: knife and 
mace). The driver was also charged with operating a motor 
vehicle with a suspended license. 

All three were arraigned in Quincy District Court and 
held pending a Dangerousness Hearing on Oct. 27.

Toy Icebox — Children’s toys 
are often miniature copies of 
full-sized objects in the house. 
They like to imitate Mom and 
Dad’s work. A recent Bertoia 
auction sold the toy icebox 
with its original pristine box 
for $1,440. The Gurney toy 
refrigerator made by Arcade is 
only 5 1/2 inches high. It is a 
copy of an 1840s icebox. Al- 
though the first refrigeration 
method was patented in 1809, 
the icebox for home use dates 
from the 1840s. 
The toy has a square door on 
the right side that covered 
the compartment that held a 
block of ice, which was deliv- 
ered by an iceman in a horse- 
drawn wagon. Food was kept 
in the large compartment, and 
the small section on the right 
is where the water from the 
melting ice was collected and 
discarded each day. 
A modern electric refrigerator 
was made by General Electric 
Co. in 1927. It is named for the 
Monitor Top. It remained pop- 
ular until the 1940s. Today’s 
refrigerators can be dated by 
the special section for frozen 
food introduced in 1924. All 
of the styles have been copied 
for toys.

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
Halloween is upon us again, 
and while the tricks and 
treats are fun for kids, they 
can be dangerous for our 
pets. Please remind. your 
readers that the candies 
and chocolates in a trick- 
or-treat bag or sitting by 
the door are hazardous be- 
cause many of the ingredi- 
ents are toxic to dogs and 
cats. — Cheryl T., Lansing, 
Michigan 

DEAR CHERYL: You're 
absolutely right! Dogs espe- 
cially are at risk from ingest- 
ing Halloween candy, but any 
pet in the house can be at risk 
from not just these foods but 
some popular decorations as 
well. 

Chocolate is toxic to dogs. 
Sugar-free candies can be 
toxic as well, especially if 
they contain xylitol. Keep 
all candy, chocolate.and gum 
out of pets’ reach during the 


festivities. Afterward, store 
leftover candy up out of their 
reach. Make sure children 
don’t hide bags of candy 
where a pet can get at them, 
such as under the bed. Help 
them find a location that they 
can access but the dog can’t 
Decorations may be a hazard 
as well, not just to your pets 
but to wildlife. That stretchy 
material used to create fake 
spiderwebs outdoors can trap 
birds and insects. Cats may 
ingest the strands if they are 
fascinated with the texture. 
Avoid burning real candles 
as they may get knocked over 
by a pet. 

If your pet does get into the 
candy bowl or eats a decora- 
tion, contact the veterinarian 
right away. They'll advise 
you whether to bring your pet 
in right away for treatment, or 
to watch for signs of illness 
(such as constant drooling, 
vomiting, lethargy or changes 
in personality).

This is one of those hard-luck deals 
where you can’t help sympathizing 
with declarer, even though you might 
not have played his cards exactly the 
way he did. 

West led a diamond, taken by South 
with the king. Declarer had eight sol- 
id tricks and quite a few chances for 
a ninth. He started by leading a low 

heart to the jack at trick two. This 
gave him two chances for an extra 


trick: one if West had the queen, and 
another if the opposing hearts were 
divided 3-3. But East took the jack 
with the queen and returned a heart. 
When South next played the A-K, he 
learned the hearts were 4-2. 

Declarer now tried a low club to the 
queen, hoping West had the king. But 
East took the queen with the king and 
returned the jack of clubs to South’s ace. 

The situation took a further tum 
for the worse when declarer next 
led a diamond to the queen, hoping 
West had led originally from a three- 
card suit. But after East showed out, 
South decided that his last remaining 
chance was to try a spade finesse. 

So he led a spade to the king and 
finessed the jack on the return, East 
won with the queen and cashed his 
remaining clubs to put the contract 
down two. All of which indicates that 
bad luck comes in bunches, though 
it’s true that South could have made 
the contract easily had he known the 
queen of hearts was doubleton. 

One reasonable but somewhat unusu- 
al method of play — without the benefit 
of a peek at the East-West cards — is 
to allow East's ten of diamonds to hold 
the first trick! Assuming West made a 
normal lead from a four-card suit, East 
would then be forced to return a spade, 
a heart or a club, all of which would 
hand declarer his ninth trick.

Choosing Not 
To Treat 
Prostate Cancer 


DEAR DR. ROACH: Ev- 
ery year, I used to get a physi- 
cal, which included a prostate 
exam as well as blood tests with 
PSA. When my doctor retired, 
I had a hard time finding a new 
one I liked. It has been three or 
four years since my prostate 
was checked, but my new doc- 
tor doesn’t do the prostate ex- 
ams (I am 63). He says that re- 
cent studies do not recommend 
them, and I have seen news 
reports about the unreliability 
of the PSA test. How do you 
find out if you have prostate 
cancer if you don’t look for it? 
My brother-in-law found out 
he had it at 52, and it was suc- 
cessfully treated. I don’t really 
want to wait until I am show- 
ing symptoms, and there is no 
history in my direct family. 
What do you think about this? 
-- TD. . 

ANSWER: Prostate cancer 
isn’t really one disease. It can 
be very aggressive -- both with 
local invasion and spreading to 
bones quickly -- but it also can 
be very indolent, hardly growing 
at all over years. Yearly prostate 
cancer screening with PSA is 
more likely to find the slower- 
growing cancers, since they are 
around for a long time. The goal 
of screening is to find aggressive 
cancers, the fast-growing ones 
that can go from undetectable to 
too-late-to-do-anything-about in 
a very short time. 

But a downside is that screen- 
ing may lead to unnecessary 
treatment of the more-indolent 
cancers, most of which can be 
carefully monitored and will not 
need surgery or radiation, at least 
not for years. 

If a man elects to undergo 
prostate cancer screening, he 
should understand the benefits 
(finding prostate cancer early 
enough it can be cured) and 
the risks (treatment for prostate 


cancer causes complications 
frequently; these can include 
incontinence and loss of sexual 
function). Not treating low- 
risk prostate cancer reduces the 
risks. 

Low-risk prostate cancer is 
defined by a PSA below 10, a 
very small or non-detectable 
tumor by palpation or imaging 
and a low Gleason score, which 
is based on how the tissue looks 
to the pathologist. Six or less is 
low risk. Most men in this situ- 
ation do not need immediate 
treatment. Some men have dif- 
ficulty NOT treating cancer, but 
treatment does not appear to im- 
prove the already good progno- 
sis. Choosing not to treat is hard 
for some men.

DR. ROACH WRITES: 

I received a lot of mail from 
readers about a column in which 
a reader described realistic hal- 
lucinations upon awakening. I 
was concerned about Lewy body 
disease, a form of dementia with 
prominent visual hallucinations. 
The most common condition 
readers were concerned about 
was Charles Bonnet syndrome, 
a type of visual hallucination 
found in people with vision loss. 
It’s not well known, so I was 
surprised that so many people 
wrote to me about it, particular- 
ly when the original letter didn’t 
say anything about vision loss. 

The answer, as diagnosed by 
my reader’s neurologist, turned 
out to be hypnopompic hallu- 
cinations (hypnagogic halluci- 
nations are a similar issue, but 
these occur upon falling asleep). 
M.O., a sleep technician, and 
P.W. from California wrote to me 
with the same diagnosis. These 
can occur in sleep apnea, which 
several people wrote about, and 
several said treatment stopped 
these hallucinations. They can 
also be associated with neuro- 
logical disease, such as Parkin- 
son’s disease, Guillain-Barre 
syndrome and narcolepsy..

“My goals are really 
clear,” he said. “I want to 
make sure we’re fully repre- 
sented here, that our diver- 
sity is fully embraced, even 
from something as simple 
as the infrastructure of the 
building, to represent all 
that kind of walks in every 
single day.
